GENOA NOT TO AFFECT U. S. ATTITUDE ON DEBTS. 


The Genoa conference will not in any way conflict with the 
plans of this Government regarding the refunding of the foreign 
debts, it was officially announced at the Treasury. 
While it was indicated that the United States has no intention 
of pressing for payment at this time, the Treasury made it plain 
that the announced attitude of the Government concerning ulti­ 
mate payment of both principal and interest is unaltered. 
The Treasury made no comment on dispatches from London 
to the effect that Premier Lloyd George intends to use American 


in s is te n c e for repayment of the war debt as a lever to 
push 
through his program at Genoa. Whatever action may be taken by 
the nations gathered at Genoa will not affect the policy of this 
Government it was said. 
Acknowledgment by Belgium of the claim of the American 
Government for payment of the cost of occupation of the Ameri­ 
can Army in Germany has been received by the State Department. 
The Belgian Government in its note asserted there never was 
a disposition on the part of Belgium to question the American 
claims. The note was said to be in every respect similar to the 
reply of the French Government several weeks ago. 


OUR “OUTSIDE” POSSESSIONS. 


A brief mention of the other territory of the United States, 
which is included in the actual forty-eight states. 
The biggest 
of these territories is Alaska, with an area of 590,884 square 
miles. This huge region was under Russian domination until 1867, 
when the United States purchased it for $7,200,000, or less than 
two cents an acre. There was some grumbling at the time by a few 
congressmen over ‘‘adding a refrigerator to the United States.” 
But the refrigerator has been found to be well stocked with gold, 
coal, forests and fisheries, so that Alaska has proven a profitable 
investment. 
Hawaii, like Alaska, is a regular territory. In 1893 there was 
a successful revolution against the Hawaiian queen and a provision 
a1 government was formed under American protection. In 1898, 
at the request of the population, Hawaii was annexed 
to 
the 
United States. 
Porto Rico, Guam, and the Philippines were ceded to the 
United States in 1899 as a result of the Spanish-American war. 
Porto Rico and the Philippines are dependencies and not territories. 
Their local affairs are administered by a legislature of two houses 
and they are represented in the United States by resident com­ 
missioners elected by the legislatures. Guam is under the control 
of naval officers in command of naval stations. 
Under similar 
naval control are the Tutuila group and Samoa, which were ceded 
in 1899 by Great Britain and Germany. 
Then there is the Panama Canal Zone, which was purchased 
from Panama in 1904 for $10,000,000. This is governed by the 
Isthmian Canal commission. 
The year 1917 saw the purchase from Denmark of the Virgin 
Islands, for $25,000,000. These aggregate only 150 square miles 
and are temporarily governed by a naval officer. 
Finally there is the District of Columbia, which was organized 
in 1791, as the seat of our government. 
The residents have no 
vote for either local or national officials, nor are they represented 
in Congress.

N the days before the coming of 
the Great War the question if 
the varied moneys in Europe was 
a matter of much perplexity to th.* 
unseasoned 
traveler who ventured 
overseas. 
Yet, his perplexities were 
as nothing compared with those of the 
unseasoned traveler of today. 
In 
those old days the exchange values 
of the currencies of the different 
lands were pretty firmly Axed. 
The 
pound sterling of England, Scotland 
and Ireland 
stood at $4.86; the 
French, Swiss and Belgian francs, 
the Spanish peseta and the Italian 
lire were approximately twenty cents 
each; the German mark, twenty-five. 
Today all Is changed. Not only Is 
all changed, but constantly Is chang­ 
ing day by day and hour by hour. 
Within the past few months the pound 
sterling has been as low as $3.60, 
and as high as $4.30. 
The French 
franc has ranged from just under 
seven to a little ovefi eight cents. The 
Belgian franc has done a little and 
the Swiss very much better. 
The 
peseta wavers at from thirteen to 
fourteen cents, but the lire goes at a 
bare six. And the German mark has 
gone lower than 200 to the dollar, 
and still fluctuates between IOO and 
200, while the Austrian kronen have 
sunk almost to the hopeless state of 
the Russian ruble. All to the greater 
perplexity of the traveler, who needs 
must watch the exchange table in his 
morning newspaper no matter upon 
which side of the Atlantic he finds 
himself. 


Dollar» at a Premium Abroad 
Yet the traveler has his reward in 
the almost uniform strength of the 
dollar. 
Do you 
know what the 
French franc at eight cents means to 
{ 
on? I have already shown it to you 
I first-class railway fares at a little 
over two cents a mile. You can ride 
all the way across Paris In a taxicab 
—a distance of four miles or more— 
for forty or fifty of our Yankee pen­ 
nies, and across Berlin for about 12 
cents. 
The room which two of us held last 
summer in one of the newest and 
loveliest hotels of the French capital

eighteen or twenty cents; the elabor­ 
ate, real drjeuntr, or luncheon, fifteen 
frances (at the present exchange rrie 
of eight cents, but $1.20) and Hie 
seven-course 
dinner, 
exquisitely 
cooked and served, seventeen franca 
($1.36). 
You could go to less magnificent 
places and do even better. Three of 
us dined in a lovely little restaurant 
In the Latin Quarter, sumptuously on 
soup and fish and duck and straw­ 
berries, a goodly variety of vegetables 
to boot, and with a quart of good 
champsgne thrown in, and our total 
bill was under $6.50. Champagne at 
the elght-cents franc costs only from 
$2.25 to $2.50 a quart. 
A shave that in Paris cost me one 
franc, in Cologne cost one mark. The 
barber bowed to the ground when I 
gave him a tip of two marks. 
The 
entire transaction had cost me less 
than two cents — and I had had a 
peach of a shave! 
As one goes further East the prices 
drop still more rapidly.

Its meals were in consonance. The 
early breakfast—the coffee and rolls 
and a bit of fruit—was as nothing, 


one gets an excellent dinner, with a 
simple wine, for seventy-five cents; in 
Buaa-Pesth it hardly exceeds sixty 
cents; while in either Belgrade or 
Bucharest almost precisely the same 
meal will not cost more than twenty- 
five or thirty cents, American money. 


Pinancet for the Adventure 
With a real understanding of the 
increased value of his dollar, the 
traveler can begin to make fairly 
definite plans for his journey over­ 
seas. I always begin, myself, by first 
deducting from the total sum which 
is available for my European jour­ 
ney, an emergency fund—say, twenty 
per cent of that total. 
This will serve to answer the pur­ 
poses that its name indicates—the 
unforeseen contingencies of illness or 
accident. It is well always to have 
it available; even though I suspect 
that in the final few days of your 
great adventure, you will be tempted 
to spend the greater part, if not all 
of it, in some single purchase—an 
eternal delight it will be when brought 
back to the United States as a lasting 
souvenir of that adventure. 
If you 
do not do this very thing, you will 
not be entirely human. 
From the elxrhtv per cent that re­ 


mains of your budget von will next 
deducl yovr steamer fares In each 
direction (la addition to your tips, 
which I have already indicated), a few 
dollars for minor steamship expenses, 
as well as your railroad fare aid 
other travd expenses in the United 
States up to and from your ports of 
debarkation and arrival, respectively. 
And at this point, of course, your 
passport and visa charges. 
The residue Is what you have to 
spend in Europe. 
I always take this 
sum and again deduct another ar­ 
bitrary amount—say $100 or $200— 
for my railway fares over there. 
That done I know about how much I 
can spend on myself—hotel or board­ 
ing house rooms*, meals, cab fares, lit­ 
tle side trips, laundry, camera films 
and their developing and printing. 
All these I can handle in a real 
degree of comfort upon an estimated 
expenditure of $12 a day; like a 
prince can I live at $15 a day. 
It 
will cost me more to stay in very 
large cities, such as Paris or Brus­ 
sels or I/ondon—possibly Rome and 
Geneva—but when I come to the 
smaller places, I even the score. 
A good room at fifteen francs 
($1J20) a day in the best hotel in 
Bordeaux, is typical. 
Even at as 
swagger a resort as Nice and in its 
finest hotel — a house without a su­ 
perior, even at our own Atlantic City 
—I had last spring a fine room, over­ 
looking the sea, with private bath, at 
fifty francs ($4.00) a 
day. 
They 
asked IOO francs, but I cut them in 
half, and they held no grudge against 
me. 
The tavern keeper overseas, 
actually seem to prefer a sharp bar­ 
gainer I 
In the great new hotels of Madrid 
and Barcelona I paid for similar ac­ 
commodations somewhat higher rates; 
forty pesetas ($7.20) a day. 
But, I 
could nave found excellent taverns in 
both cities at one-third of that cost. 
It was not necessary that I should 
have had de luxe accommodations. 
There were plenty of others available. 


Cheap Travel in Germany 
For an American traveling in Ger­ 
many is actually cheaper than staying 
at home. Any American with a small 
income can live handsomely in Ger­

If he has leisure, a taste for music 
and a liking for German cookery, he 
can pass his time agreeably in any 
German city. 
Germany is ready and willing to 
take good care of travelers, even on 
the basis of the depreciated mark. 
Her hotels are well filled with tour­ 
ists who are taking full advantage of 
the extraordinary values offered them 
through low exchange. 
So far as the casual observer can 
see, German hotels are just as good 
as they have ever been, and just as 
well managed. The food is good and 
ample. The beds are clean, and the 
service civil and willing. Everything 
is done for the traveler with a kind 
detei mined thoroughness. 


A full course dinner with a bottle 
of good wine in most first-class res­ 
taurants costs about 50 cents. 
A 
business men's lunch, substantial and 
well cooked, costs about 13 cents. 
Beer is abundant and good, a large 
glass costing two cents. 
Fine wines 
cost about 12 cents a bottle. 
Railroad 
travel, like 
everything 
else, is very cheap. 
The first-class 
fare from Cologne to Hamburg is 276 
marks, costing a recent American 
traveler about $1.45—and the distance 
is more than 2-50 miles.

DECORATING YOUR <^/VN VASES 


With the coming of 
Spring 
and 
Summer the housewife who likes her 
hom<. to be bright and cheerful look­ 
ing, naturally turns her thoughts to 
her supply of vases which hold Na­ 
ture's gay blooms. 
Some of her sup­ 
ply, perhaps, was broken last year; 
some of them may have proved in­ 
adequate in size and coloring for the 
flowers oftenest available for home 
decoration; or again, some of 
them 
may not have looked artistic enough 
to be placed in tho living or dining 
room. 
I believe this last 
drawback will 
prove the most serious in the aver­ 
age home. 
For, a really tasteful vase 
is usually such an expensive orna_ 
ment, that few of us possess 
more 
than one of this variety 
if, indeed 
we possess even that one! 
So today J am going to tell you of 
a way that we can all hav^ artistic 
vases with a very slight outlay 
of 
expense. 
And "hat way is—to make 
them ourselves! 
This sounds like 
magic, yet a clever woman I know 
has done it most successfully as fol­ 
lows: 
Buy a few tubes of artists' oil paint 
and a few small stiff bristled brashes 
to apply it with. Good colors to use 
at first are gray, old-rose and delft 
blue. 
Next. collect -til the cheap 
glass 
vases you have on hand, or the china 
vases which you have found unsatis­ 
factory in color, and experiment 
on 
the one you care 
for 
the 
least; 
squeeze a little of the old-rose paint 
onto a palette 
(or any smooth-sur­ 
faced board) dip the brush in this, 
and pain4, the entire glass or 
china 
vase. 
This old-rose 
coat of paint 
must dry thoroughly before you ap- 
i Ply point o f contrasting co lo r. When 


it is quite dry, squeeze some of the 
gray oil paint irom its tub0 and sim­ 
ply ‘‘drag" this gray paint onto the 
vase, over the old-rose shade. 
Tho 
gray 
should 
be "dragged on’* in 
streaks, not at all evenly—in. fact, the 
more uneven the streaks, the better. 
Do not attempt to cover all the pink 
paint. 
In some places, 
apply 
the 
gray thinly so that the pink shows 
through it slightly; in other places 
apply it thickly. 
The blue paint, used exactly as the 
old_rose, with gray put on over it in 
streaks as described 
above, 
gives 
equally beautiful results. 
Or 
one 
may use yellow for 
a 
foundation 
paint on the vase and then “drag on" 
brown paint over the yellow. 
Select 
your own color combinations. 
It is 
a good plan to have a piece of flat 
window glass at hand to try out the 
various color 
combinations en be­ 
fore putting them on a vase. 
(Or 
an old piece of broken china may be 
used for this testing work.) 
And the best part of all ia that one 
does not have to he naturally artis­ 
tic— one needs not the slightest tal­ 
ent for drawing—in 
order to make 
one of these artistic 
vases! 
Tho 
friend to whom I referred above, who 
makes those pretty vases so success­ 
fully, knows not the slightest thing 
about picture painting—indeed, has 
newer had a lesson in drawing 
or 
painting.
